One such address was delivered b¥ Sir Clifford Sifton | 
before the Toronto Board of Trade, and it must be admitted that if there is 
any man in Canada qualified to speak on the subject of population, and the 
relation of immigration thereto, it is Sir Clifford Sifton. He has had practi- 
cal experience in handling the problem, and, while mistakes may have been 
made under his administration, he certainly succeeded in obtaining results to 
a greater degree that any other man before or since his regime as Minister | 
of the Interior. 

Sir Clifford showed he had little sympathy with many of the pet theories | 
which find acceptance in some quarters these days. There is, in his opinion, 
but one way to accomplish the desired results, and that is to go after stal 
wart agricultural settlers, bring them to Canada, and put them on the farms | 
where they can make good. He is absolutely and unalterably opposed to | 
bringing in immigrants by the million without reference to their ability to 
“make good” on the land. Half a million agricultural settlers of the right 
type are, in his opinion, worth ten million of other classes. Settlers on the 
land would establish homes here and would bring about a natural permanent 
increase in population. Settlers of other classes if brought in would inevit- 
ably find their io —— and-oreate new and dimicult problems, or 
would drift to the United tates.

ir years the farmers have been 
led to believe that the secret of pros- 
perity was increased population, and 
when they had gained that purpose 
they were led 'to view their accumulat- 
od stock and told that the reason why 
they were not prosperous was be- 
cause they had produced too much 
and they ought to curtail their efforts. 

On the face of this afVice it is dif- 
ficult to know what to do. Consider- 
ing the fact the world needs every 
bushel of grain and still there will tHe 
barely enough to tide us over until rod] 
next crop, American agriculture can 
never attain a prosperous state if it | 
does not continue to be a surplus pro- 
ducing agriculture. In ~ fact the 
security of our country lodges on this 
consideration. Every time the farm- 
er is led to adopt a short sighted pol- 
{cy as to his business conduct, agricul- 
ture is. deprived of so much vitality. 
The remedy does not lie in increasing 
production on one crop at the expense 
of another and then revising the pro- 
cess and rushing in the opposite direc- 
tion. 

The farmer should consider his 
business as a whole, and be long 
sighted enough -to look ahead of the 
immediate conditions confronting him. 
The remedy lies in efficient farming, 
and that means, first upon 'produc- 
tion; because all income, all wages, 
are based upon production. Produc- 
tion must be stabilized as much as 
possible in the particular crops which 
the soil and locality will produce most | 
efficiently. Having produced his crop, 
the farmer must then take the proper 
steps to market and distribute his pro- 
ducts efficiently, for marketing and 
distributing are as much a part of ef- 
ficient production as the actual plant- 
ing of the seed and growing the crop. 

The fact then seems to remain that 
the surest and safest course for the 
farmer to follow is to continue busi- 
ness as heretofore, and take proper 
steps all along the line to insure effi- 
cient production. | Every proper en- 
couragement should be. given to the 
co-operative marketing programmes; 
they have proven very helpful to the 
co-operating communities of Europe. 

Past experience has taught the far- 
mer to steer clear of the theorists and 
the amateur economists who are per- 
fectly. willing to test their theories on 
the farmers in regard to curtailing 
production. This is evidenced in the 
fact that prices on most all farm pro- 
ducts have been going upward-contin- 
uously for the past few months. 

In considering these facts, it would 
then seem that the trouble has been | 
in lack of co-operation and in fianncial 
arrangements between countries, and 
the fact that prices on all farm pro- 
duction is steadily raising, would in- 
dicate that better co-operative  ar- 
rangements are being gradually af- 
fected. All these things then point 
to the fact that we have not been 
guilty of over production. Whatever 
may happen in the near future, you 
may rest assured that the farms or- 
ganized and conducted on the highest 
plane -are going 
profit to owners. 

Take a leaf from the experience of 
Puccessful -business men. 
the safest course, and the first thing, 
the business man does when threat- 
ened with new and serious difficulties, 
is to clean all the dead and down tim- 
ber off his shelves. The first “dead 
timber” the farmer has is his waste 
and wasted acres. 

Having the producing side eflicient- | 
ly in hand, then comes the marketing , 
and distributing side of the problem.

Paint Used By Ancients 


Earliest Reference Traced Back to 


Seventh Century A.D. 

Paint is not a modern invention; in- 
deed, white lead is of ancient origin. 
The story is told of the wife of the 
famous Greek General Xenophen, who 
had the habit of smearing white lead 
on her face and wearing high heels 
until her husband told her he thought 
her pretty enough as she was without 
the application of artificial aids to 
beauty. There is a reference traced 
back as far as the Seventh Century, 
A.D., which is the first recorded in- 
stance of the use of paint to cover 
a wooden carriage, very much in the 
manner prevalent today. There are 
earlier historical mentions of the use 
of paint, but these refer more to sizes, 
such as glue, and special paints such 
as those made with wax and used by 
the Romans in admixture with glue to 
paint their ships of war. The Egyp- 
tians useu glue sizes and varnishes, 
The mummy cases in museums indi- 
cate that clearly and probably form 
the earliest examples of varnished 
articles in existence.

Airplane Can Soon be Managed Like 
Motor Car 

The day is apparently at hand when 
the navigation of an airplane will re- 
quire no more skill and self-reliance 
than does the driving of a motor car. 

A flight has recently been made 
from London to Paris and back, dur- 
ing which, for two consecutive hours, 
the pilot was enabled to depend en- 
tirely upon an automatic mechanical 
control for everything but the actual 
direction by means of the steering 
wheel. 

More recently a French investor 
has produced a mechanical pilot by 
meéans of which all control except the 
actual steering is done elther automa- 
tically or by readily made adjust- 
ments. The device has attracted a 
great deal of attention in England, 
where elaborate tests*are now being 
made at both government and private 
airdromes. 

This machine is so arranged that 
the pilot can retain personal control | 
of the ailerons and elevator, as well. 
as of the engine plant and rudder, as 
long as he likes, and also has the' 
means, whenever he desires, to turn‘ 
over to the/automatic system the con-! 
trol of the ailerons and _ elevator: 
simultanegusly, or of the ailerons» 
alone—but not the elevator alone—' 
and in addition he can cut out both; 
automatic controls, and use indicators ! 
that are installed on the dashboard of ' 
the airplane cockpit as an index as 
regards horizontality. 

It is more than a means of reliev- 
ing the pilot from fatigue, for, when 
flying through clouds or fog he need 
no longer fear that he is—‘banking” 
unintentionally, while for landing, the 
control can be set so that the machine 
will descend at a predetermined angle 
thus removing one of the dangers of 
night flying. )

Incidentally, the nations into which 
mankind has grouped itself may war 
upon each other in the desire to con- 
trol for their own needs new or old 
sources of merchandise and of pro- 
duction, but the dynamic spirit un- 
derlying human activities is the de- 
sire to preserve the human race. 

“In this New World of North Amer- 
ica, the struggle of man against na- 
ture is more obvious, perhaps, than in 
the Old World, Where income  sufii- 
cient for food, clothing and consider- 
able comfort is considered by so many 
as their undisputed heritage. We, 
over here, live among pioneers and 
the sons of pioneers, who have home- 
Steaded, cleared their own farms, 
prospected for and discovered mines, 
started business in a wilderness and 
seen the wilderness become a city. 
We realize, perhaps, more readily 
than the philosophers of the more 
complex Old World how much we owe 
to individual energy in this war 
against nature. The continent of 
North America has been civilized and 
adapted to the needs of man by the 
enterprise of sturdy individuals and 
not by state officials.

Railway News 
in Brief 


Edmonton.—-Grain is still coming 
into Edmonton in large quantities 
from towns along the ‘ine of the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan & British Co- 
lumbia Railway. From the Berwyn 
extension and from other northern 
points, the movement has been of 
sufficient volume to tax the accom- 
‘modation in the way of freight cars 
to the limit, and there is no indica- 
tion that this large movement will 
not continue. Much grain is still 
being loaded in preparation for ship- 
ment. 


Winnipeg.—Stimulated by special 
rates from Eastern Canada and the 
United States tourist traffic to the 
Coast will be fairly good this sum- 
mer, in the opinion of ‘C? BE. Mac- 
Pherson, assistant passenger traffie 
manager, Canadian Pacific Railway, 
with headquarters in Winnipeg. 
There will be no general reduction 
of passenger fares over the Cana- 
dian Pacific, Mr. MacPherson thinks. 
Special round trip tourist tickets 
should make their appearance about 
the middle of May. 

Calgary.—P. L. Naismith, man- 
ager of the Department of Natural 
Resources of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway at Calgary recently visited 
Montreal in connection with the pro- 
osed bringing of members of the 

oyal Irish Constabulary to settle 
on Alberta lands. In connection with 
this matter a meeting will be he'd 
in Winnipeg at the end of March, 
Amongst those who will attend this 
meeting are Sir Augustus Nanton, 
D. C. Coleman, Colonel J. T. Dennis, 
and Mr. George Walker, solicitor, 
Calgary. It is expected that some 
decision will be reached at this 
meeting. 


Invermere. — Mr. Conrad Kain, 
Alpine guide at present residing at 
Wilmer, has received a flattering 
offer to join the second expedition 
which is being formed to ascend 
Mount Everest, the giant peak of 
the Himalayas. Before coming to 
this section Mr. Kain was an official 
guide in the Austrian Tyrol. He 
was brought out here by the C. P. R. 
as one of the qualified persons to 
lead Alpinists in their climbs in the 
eaks of the Canadian Rockies. -He 
as climbed peaks in all parts of the 
world. Owing to personal reasons 
he is unab'e to accept the tempting 
offer which has been made to him. 


St. svohu.—With a total of 9,455,- 
860 bushels of grain shipped from 
“Vest St. John by the C. P. R. last 
week. and 1,5°9.099 in the elevators, 
besides °4 carloads on track, pros- 
pects are ‘hat the total volume of 
cereal! exrorted from the West Side 
this .eason will not be less es 
12.000,0°0 b-sne's. The grain hand'e 
this season includes all varieties 
with the exception of flax and peas, 
A small quantity of. buckwheat has 
been handled. Last season, to date, 
6.227.297 bushels of grain were ex- 
ported and for the whole season, 
which lasted until June, 9,004,160 
bushels were shipped. 

The C. P R. elevator crew achiev- 
ed a record for February, sending 
out 1 total of 3,719,891 in the 23 
days, the best output ever recorded 
for the second month of the year. 


The new Canadian 
Pacific liner “Empress of Aius- 
tralia,” it is announced, will be 
placed in service early this summer. 
Her first trans-Pacifie trip is sched- 
uled to start from Hong Kong for 
Vancouver on June 29 and from Van- 
eouver and Victoria for the Orient 
on July 27. : 

The “Empress of Australia’ is 
practically a new ship, having been 
in the builder’s hands at the out- 
break of the war. She has lately 
been converted into an_ oil-burner, 
and is similar in equipment and 
standard: to the “Empress of Scot- 
land.” A twin-screw steamship of 
19,300 gross tons, 590 feet in length, 
75.2 in breadth and 415 in depth, 
the “Empress of Australia” will 
prove a notable addition to the com- 
pany’s Pacific fleet, which already 
maintains the quickest time across 
the Pacific with the well-known 
16,850-ton liners “Empress of “ 
sia” and “Empress of Asia” She 
is expected to maintain a speed of 
22 knots, and will be able to aceom- 
modate 410 first class, 139 second 
class, 330 third class and 1,000 Asia- 
tic steerage passengers.

CANADA'S PRESSING NEED> 
FOR IMMIGRATION _ POLICY 


Colonization and Development Expert Says First F 
Step lowards Relieving Business Depression 


Is Establishment of 


Broad & Progressive 


Immigration Policy. 


The immigration policy of Canada 
for the future is in the making. It 
is among the first two or three ques- 
tions now before the people of this 
country, and no one is better fitted 
to advise concerning it than is Col. 
J Dennis, of Montreal. Col. 
Dennis has spent fifty years deal- 
ing more or less directly with this 
problem. In the service of the Do- 
minion Government in Western Can- 
ada and later with the Land Depart- 
ment of the Hudson’s: Bay Company 
and for the past 21 years with the 
C. P. R. Department of Colonization 
and Development, of which he is 
now Chief Commissioner, his activi- 
ties have been largely directed to- 
wards filling Canada’s vacant place 
with desirable settlers, producers of 
wealth such as are to-day more tha: 
ever needed to re-establish the pros- 
perity of the Canadian people. 

Un view of the fact that the ques- 
tion is to-day of greater public im- 
ortance than it has ever been, Col. 

ennis has made a statement-on the 
subject which will be read with in- 
terest in all parts of Canada. In 
voicing the need of an aggressive 
and progressive colonization and de- 
velopment policy Col. Dennis points 
out that it is the foundation upon 
which the superstructure of the solu 
tion of: Canada’s railway, industrial 
and unemployment pre lems must 
be erected, and he continues:— 

“In Canada to- day we have 1 mile 
of railway for every 2386.5 of our 
opulation, and, in the four Western 
der eaboi 1 mile for orery. 110. 
Compared with this, the nited 
States has 1 mile of railway for 
every 404 persons, and Great Britain 
one mile for ever 1,804 

“In the three Provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, are 
80 million acres of land suitable for 
immediate cultivation, unoccupied 
and non-productive, within 15 miles 
of each side of the railways now in 
operation. 

“In the older provinces of Canada 
we have many thousands of im- 
proved farms, unoccupied and non- 
productive and waiting for colonists. 

“T’.e National Debt of Canada to- 
day is $2,372,000,000, or about $275 
per capita of the population, and the 
canal iaront on this debt amounts 
to $114,000,000 as compared with a 
total Federal revenue in 1913 of 
$168,000,000. 

Population of Canada 

“The census of 1911 showed that 
we then had a population of 17,206,- 
643. The last census shows a popu- 
lation of 8,769,484, a growth that is 
even less than normal. What are 
we going to do about it? My 
answer is—“colonize and develop.” 

“When I say ‘colonist,’ I use the 
terms in the broad sense of the im- 
migration to Canada of the colonist 
who will occupy and make produc- 
tive, available agricultural areas, 
and, also laborers, skilled and u.- 
skilled, who will develop our mineral 
and timbered areas and extend our 
industria! life, and finally; coloniza- 
tion of the necessary capital to make 
both of the preceding activities pos- 


sible. 
Recalls Old Days 
“During the war, and practically 
up to date, both our colonization and 
development have been standing 
still. We are now faced with the 
question of how we can again stimu- 
late a large movement of desirable 
colonists to Canada and where they | 
san be obtained. > 


“Naturally, as part of the British)! i 


Empire, we should first look to ob- 
taining the GFoatest possible number 
from Great Britain and Ireland. 

“The presen population of the 
United Kingdom is 47,000,000, but 
of this number, less than ‘4,000 ,000 
are engaged in agriculture, and un- 
less we are prepared to take a large 
number of colonists without any 
previous knowledge of agriculture 
we cannot look for the immigra- 
tion of large’numbers from Britain 
Further, it would now seem to be 
perfectly clear that the United 
Kingdom, and particularly England 
must look forward to the emigra- 
tion of many millions of its people 
and our policy should be aimed at 
co-operative action between our 
Government and that of the Home 
Country to evolve some scheme ur 
der which many of these people of 
the younger generation can be fitted 
for agricultural life in Canada by 
some preliminary training at home 
and finishing the training here, to- 
gether with final assistance to en- 
able them to establish themselves as 
farmers after this training has been 
obtained. 

“We must, naturally, look for a 
large proportion of our agricultural 
colonists from the United States. 

“We should also look forward to 
the immigration of large numbers 
of desirable colonists from Centra: 
Europe. While it should b our aim 
to maintain and extend British 
ideals and our Canadian citizenship, 
we must not forget that many who 
have come from so-called foreign 
countries are to-day amongst our 
most progressive and valued citizens 
and who have been, and are taking 
an active part to solve our national] 
problems and are proving their 
willingness and desire to become 

ood anadians, as is proved by the 

act that in one of our Western 
Universities, over 50% of the stud- 
ents are of ‘so-called foreign parent- 
age, and that, during the war, many 
of our military units contained upon 
their rolls the names of many so- 
called foreigners. 

No British Need Apply 

“Canada has no definite emigration 
or colonization policy at present, 
and, in fact, the enforcement of the 
existing Immigration Act, and the 
regulations thereunder during the 
went two years has done more to 

iscourage immigration and coloni- 
zation than to encourage it. So far 
as Great Britain is concerned, our 
excessive regulations and unwar- 
ranted deportations have created a 
genera! feeling that we in Canada 

ave closed the r and do not want 
British colonists. 

“We have, under o existing law 
and regulations, a proVision for the 
deportation of colonists who do not 
come to Canada on a so-called “non. 
continuous journey.” The enforce- 
ment of this regu ation has resulted 
in the deportation of many desirable 
colonists, and, if followed to its logi 
cal conclusion, the regulation to- 
can be utilized to refuse ry i 
to Canada to any desirable colonist. 
due to the absurd fact that he did 
not happen to start on his journey 
from the country of his nationality 
—and the application of this regula- 
tion will be realized by you when | 
say that of the deported immigrants

continuous journey, irrespective en- 
tirely, apparently, of whether they 
were the character of colonists we 
wanted or whether they would have 

made good citizens. 

“In considering the question of de- 
velopment, I would direct your at- 
tention to the fact that Nature has 
blessed us in Canada with resourees 
of agricultural land, timber, miner- 
als and other things which, poten- 
tially, are ample security for our 
vast National debt, but the possi- 
bility of taking care of and dis- 
charging that debt is entirely de- 
pendent upon our development pol- 
icy. These resources, undeveloped, 
are of no value, and, without men 
and women, cannot be developed. 

“T adm’ frankly, that, particularly, 
in Western Canada and in certain of 
our older provinces, recolonization 
of our unoccupied farms and agri- 
cultural development are the main 
factors in the problem we are dis- 
cussing. But let me point out the 
following facts to you. 

“Taking the railway traffic of Can- 
ada as an indication of wealth re- 
sulting from development. In 1920, 
the products of mines provide} 35% 
of the railway tonnage, the p.oducts 
of the forests 18%, while agricul- 
tural products provided only 17%. 
It is true that these figures indi- 
cate the necessity for increasing 
our agricultural production, but, at 
the same time they point out the 
existing importance of the extension 
and further development of the pro- 
ducts of our mines and forests, and 
the important part that that de- 
velopment will play in aiding the 
solution of our railway problem and 
in adding materially to the general 
welfare of Canada. 

Policy Non-Political 

“In conclusion I desire to affirm 
that the problems | am outlining are 
non-political, and that a policy for 
their solution must be developed on 
broad lines and with the enaistance 
of all interests and must include, 
more or less, an open door, and the 
establishment of a well-considered, 
y|thorough'y staffed and well-admin. 
istered world-wide organizition to 
make our principles known and to 
ensure that we shall, through the 
medium of colonization and develop- 
ment begin now, and carry on for 
many years, an aggressive aud pro- 
gressive policy for colonization and 

evelopment, through the medium 
of men and money, of the natural 
resources with which Nature has so 
boustifully blessed Canada.” *
